8PEECH OF HON. O. W. SHAD- 
OAS, OF PULASKI 
COUNTY. 



The following is the speech pro- 
pared by Hon. G. \V. Shadoan for 
delivery at the Capitol Banquet.

Mr. Toastmaster, some one has 
said, "Breathes there a man with 
soul so dead, that ne'er to himself 
bath said, this is my own, my na- 
tive land,' and while I am sure 
Dr. I?

When I try to properly represent

the poet, and the skill of the artist 
alone can p.operly portray them in 
all their lofty grandeur, and mag- 
nificent beauty. Of Kentucky it 
can be said "Her glorious mo- 
tains kiss the skies, tier streams 
chant at her feet, for her the days 
weave their orient dyes, and nights 
their vigils keep. " 

Kentucky would not be Kentucky 
without her everlasting hills and 
mountains. They are to her what 
the storm-charged clouds are to the 
sky. The clouds sweep irresistibly 
through the heaven^, the deep 
thunder poals shake the firma- 
ments and they send down their 
refreshing showers upon the trem- 
bling earth, like a fond mother's 
tears upon the face of her fright* 
*ned child and then they pass 
away. The sun comes out and its 
lifegiving light floods the earth 
like a sweet smile from the West, 
and all nature rejoices in newness 
of life.
